SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Town  of  Cwmbran  was  initially  designed  to  accom- 
modate 35,000  people.  The  town  already  has  a population  of  over 
40,000  and  is  quickly  reaching  the  target  figure  of  55,000.  The 
population  increase  has  been  attained  by  the  high  birth  rate  and 
immigration  from  towns  throughout  the  British  Isles,  Common- 
wealth and  non-commonwealth  countries. 

Unless  the  target  figure  for  the  population  is  increased,  house 
building  by  the  Development  Corporation  will  virtually  cease  by 
the  end  of  1968.  Future  building  will  then  be  necessary  to  supply 
the  needs  of  second  generation  families  and  to  consolidate  or  ex- 
pand community  facilities. 

In  spite  of  Cwmbran’s  expansion,  there  has  been  no  industrial 
development  apart  from  an  increase  in  service  and  other  light 
industries.  Recent  reports  indicate  that,  although  employment  and 
unemployment  statistics  compare  favourably  with  the  national 
average,  there  is  a need  for  some  non-industrial  expansion  to  pro- 
vide more  clerical  and  similar  posts. 

Generally  speaking,  Cwmbran  has  a happy  and  prosperous 
society,  even  though  the  development  of  some  social  and  medical 
facilities  has  been  tardy.  Similar  problems  existing  in  other  new 
towns  may  have  been  one  stimulus  for  the  conference  held  in 
March  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  on  the  Chal- 
lenge to  Public  Health  of  Urbanisation.  This  was  the  first  confer- 
ence of  its  kind  at  which  Medical  Officers  expressed  some  of  their 
views  about  the  way  in  which  urbanisation  should  be  organised  to 
provide  medical,  social  and  cultural  facilities. 
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In  future  new  towns,  general  practice  based  on  health  centres 
with  general  practitioners  working  closely  with  local  authority 
health  services  is  likely. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  for  a new  town  to  be  planned  within 
the  boundaries  of  one  local  authority  with  co-operation  between 
development  corporation  and  local  authority  in  the  social  and  recre- 
ational fields,  which  might  include  the  more  general  use  of  school 
playgrounds,  swimming  baths,  parks  and  playing  fields.  The  volun- 
tary development  of  nursery  playgroups  has  shown  that  in  new 
towns,  for  mothers  without  extended  family  ties,  more  facilities  are 
needed  for  young  children  than  were  initially  thought  necessary. 

Society  may  be  judged  in  the  future  by  its  concern  for  the 
elderly  and  disabled.  The  integration  of  these  groups  into  town 
development,  is  worthy  of  mention.  The  Urban  District  Council 
and  the  Development  Corporation  have  provided  disabled  persons’ 
and  old  aged  pensioners’  bungalows.  In  addition  community  col- 
leges are  providing  pre-retirement  courses.  It  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly obvious  that  these  courses  should  be  available  10  years  before 
retirement,  so  that  retirement  itself  is  entered  with  positive  mental 
and  physical  health. 

Throughout  the  year  occasional  vandalism  was  publicised. 
One  reason  for  this  may  be  the  continued  lack  of  organised  enter- 
tainment, cinemas  and  dance  halls  at  the  town  centre,  even  though 
there  is  active  support  for  many  smaller  societies  including  music, 
drama  and  theatre  groups  and  sporting  clubs  throughout  the  dist- 
rict. The  need  for  swimming  baths  was  stressed  in  last  year’s  re- 
port. 

The  town  centre  is  the  heart  of  the  new  town  but  becomes  al- 
most deserted  apart  from  groups  of  young  people,  as  soon  as  retail 
trading  ceases.  The  most  extensively  developed  parks  lie  to  the 
periphery  of  the  town,  as  do  those  halls  which  might  be  used  for 
entertainment  purposes.

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of 
Cwmbran  for  1967  was  28,730  an  increment  of  1,170  compared 
with  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1966.  There  were  654  live  births  and 
204  deaths,  so  that  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  was  450. 
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The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factors  used  for  the 
calculation  of  local  adjusted  rates  are  0.85  for  births  and  1.65  for 
deaths.

There  were  54  more  live  births  in  1967  than  in  1966.  The 
crude  live  birth  rate  was  5.96  live  births  per  1,000  population  more 
than  for  Monmouthshire  and  5.56  more  than  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  greater  than  that 
for  Monmouthshire  by  2.22  live  births  per  1,000  population 

and  that  for  England  and  Wales  by  2.15.  The  ratio  of  the  local 

adjusted  birth  rate  to  the  national  rate  was  1.13. 

Illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  increased 
by  1.28  per  cent  when  compared  with  1966.  The  number  of  illegiti- 
mate live  births  increased  by  12.0.  Illegitimate  live  births  per  cent 
of  total  live  births  for  Monmouthshire  increased  by  1.0  per  cent. 

With  increasing  health  education,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  illegiti- 
mate birth  rate  will  be  contained.  Young  men  and  young  women 
must  behave  responsibly  in  sexual  relationships  and  have  concern 
for  each  other’s  health,  happiness  and  career. 

The  conception  of  children  when  they  are  not  wanted  and 
when  their  parents  are  unable  to  support  them,  must  be  considered 
lamentable.

There  were  11  stillbirths,  4 more  than  in  1966.  Seven  stillbirths 
were  of  males  and  four  of  females.  Each  stillbirth  was  delivered  in 
hospital.  The  stillbirth  rate  increased  by  5.02  to  16.55  stillbirths 
per  1,000  total  births  when  compared  with  1966.  The  rates  for 
Monmouthshire  and  England  and  Wales  continued  to  decrease 
Monmouthshire  by  3.04  and  England  and  Wales  by  0.6  stillbirths 
per  1.000  total  births  when  compared  with  1966. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  Cwmbran  per  1,000  total  births  was  0.44 
less  than  for  Monmouthshire,  considerably  less  than  last  year,  and 
1 .75  more  than  for  England  and  Wales.

There  were  1 1 infant  deaths,  6 fewer  than  in  1 966.  7 deaths 
were  of  males  and  4 of  females.  One  death  was  of  an  illegitimate 
infant.  Eight  deaths  were  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week,  and 
three  were  of  infants  aged  between  four  weeks  and  one  year  of  age. 
With  the  exception  of  one  death  all  occurred  in  hospital. 
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For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  the  infant  mortality  rate  for 
Cwmbran  has  decreased.  Since  1950  a lower  rate  was  only 
achieved  in  1956  and  1959.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.82 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births  is  5.00  less  than  the  Monmouthshire 
rate  and  1.48  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  less  than  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Of  the  deaths  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week,  5 were  due  to 
prematurity,  one  to  cerebral  haemorrhage,  one  to  a congenital  mal- 
formation. and  one  to  placenta  praevia.  Each  of  these  infants  was 
considered  to  be  premature.  Of  the  remaining  three  infant  deaths 
one  was  accidental  and  due  to  a head  injury,  one  due  to  a con- 
genital malformation  and  one  to  gastroenteritis. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  was  less  than  that  for  both  Mon- 
mouthshire and  England  and  Wales  by  -1.13  deaths  pu  1.000  live 
birth?. 

Compared  with  the  more  favourable  infant,  neonatal  and  early 
neonatal  mortality  rates,  the  perinatal  mortality  is  disappointing. 
The  national  rate  has  again  been  reduced  whilst  that  for  Cwmbran 
has  increased  by  2.23  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  1 week  combined 
per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  when  compared  with  1966.

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The  crude  death  rate  increased  from  7.74  deaths  per  1,000 
population  in  1963  to  8.23  in  1966.  This  year  this  trend  has  been 
halted,  the  rate  decreasing  to  7.1,  a decrease  of  1.39  deaths  per 
1,000  population  when  compared  with  1966.  The  crude  death  rate 
was  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  by  4. 19  and  for  England  and 
Wales  by  4.1  deaths  per  1,000  population.  The  local  adjusted  death 
rate  exceeded  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  by  0.51  and  was  less 
than  the  adjusted  death  rate  for  Monmouthshire  by  1.16  deaths  per 
1,000  population.  The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  death  rate  to  the 
national  rate  was  1.05. 

A comparison  of  deaths  by  age  shows  that  male  and  female 
deaths  of  persons  aged  more  than  65  years  were  almost  equal  with 
62  deaths  of  males  and  65  of  females.  In  middle  age,  from  45 
to  64  years,  there  were  41  deaths  of  men  and  16  of  women.  For 
males  the  rate  of  death  in  this  age  group  in  1966  was  more  than 
double  that  for  females.  A preponderance  of  male  deaths  also 
occurred  among  persons  aged  less  than  44  years. 

Deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  blood  vessels  and  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  were  more  than  half  the  total  number 
of  deaths.  They  formed  the  largest  group  of  deaths,  accounting  for 
1 12  deaths,  59  of  males  and  53  of  females.  Eighty  four  deaths,  75 
per  cent  were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  Sixty  deaths,  53.6 
per  cent  of  deaths,  were  attributed  to  coronary  disease.  Thirty  eight 
of  these  deaths,  21  of  males  and  17  of  females  were  of  persons  aged 
65  years  and  over;  22  deaths,  18  of  males  and  4 of  females,  were  of 
persons  aged  less  than  65  years. 

Deaths  from  neoplasm  formed  the  next  largest  group  with  32 
deaths,  12  fewer  than  last  year.  Only  6 of  these  deaths  w'ere  of  fe- 
males. More  than  half  the  deaths,  17,  were  of  persons  aged 
less  than  65  years.  Nine  deaths,  8 of  males,  and  one  more  than  in 
1966,  were  due  to  neoplasm  of  the  lung.  Six  deaths  were  of  men 
aged  less  than  65  years. 

Deaths  due  to  bronchitis  decreased  by  5 when  compared  with 
1 966.  Eight  deaths  from  this  cause  were  of  males  and  2 of  females. 

There  were  5 deaths  from  accidents,  5 less  than  last  year,  and 
20  deaths  from  other  defined  and  ill-defined  diseases. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  AND 
OTHER  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Apart  from  313  cases  of  measles,  only  16  cases  of  whooping 
cough  and  2 of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

Measles  is  endemic  in  urban  communities,  becoming  epidemic 
every  second  year.  This  year  there  were  51  more  cases  of  measles 
than  in  1966  and  177  more  than  in  1965 — the  last  epidemic  year. 
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Most  cases  occurred  in  the  first  and  last  quarters  of  the  year,  there 
being  156  in  the  first  quarter  and  90  in  the  last  quarter.  It  is 
hoped  that  measles  vaccination  in  1968  will  reduce  the  number  of 
cases  in  1969,  the  next  epidemic  year. 

Two  persons,  a married  couple,  who  attended  a wedding  recep- 
tion outside  the  Urban  District  in  July,  suffered  from  abdominal 
pain,  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  11  hours  after  the  wedding  reception. 
Faecal  specimens  were  positive  for  Salmonella  Typhimurium.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  REPORTED  BY  SCHOOLS 

171  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  by  head  teachers 
in  1967,  21  more  cases  than  in  1966.  This  increase  was  due  to  the 
outbreak  of  measles. 

In  addition  to  measles,  cases  of  whooping  cough,  german 
measles,  mumps  and  chicken  pox  were  reported.  Most  cases  of  ger- 
man measles  occurred  between  April  and  June  and  the  other  in- 
fectious diseases  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Since  all  infectious  diseases  are  not  notifiable,  reports  by  head 
teachers  are  the  only  way  in  which  the  incidence  of  non-notifiable 
infectious  diseases  may  be  estimated.

Parents  are  encouraged  to  ensure  that  their  children  receive 
three  triple  antigen  injections  for  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus,  starting  the  course  when  they  are  five  or  six  months  of 
age.  Before  children  enter  school  a further  reinforcing  injection 
for  diphtheria  and  tetanus  is  advised. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  made  available  to  children  and 
adults  under  40  years  of  age  throughout  the  year.  For  children  the 
course  of  three  oral  doses  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  administered 
with  the  triple  vaccine.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

Two  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
there  were  six  inward  transfers  from  other  areas. 

One  patient,  registered  as  a case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
1966,  died  during  the  year.  However,  in  this  case  the  underlying 
cause  of  death  was  not  tuberculosis  itself.

Scabies 

For  the  third  year  cases  of  scabies  were  referred  to  the  public 
health  department  for  treatment.  Four  families  were  investigated 
and  treated  successfully;  in  no  family  was  the  initial  source  of  the 
infection  elucidated  although  three  of  the  families  infected  were 
known  to  be  in  contact  with  each  other.

Nine  persons  investigated  were  immigrants  working  in  catering 

establishments.  Four  faecal  specimens  were  positive  for  hookworm 
and  whipworm. 

Two  immigrants  left  the  district  before  investigation  and  two 
refused  treatment.  This  was  the  first  year  in  which  immigrants  re- 
fused to  co-operate  in  the  eradication  of  the  parasitic  disease  from 
which  they  were  suffering.  The  treatment  for  parasitic  and  other 
diseases  of  immigrants  before  entry  into  this  country  is  one  method 
of  avoiding  non-co-operation. 

It  is  possible  that  the  spread  of  infection  will  depend  upon 
special  circumstances,  so  that  generally  the  only  people  at  risk  are 
sewerage  farm  workers  and  occasional  picnickers.  The  spread  of 
hookworm  under  artificial  conditions  has  been  known  since  the 
outbreak  in  the  Cornish  tin  mines. 

The  introduction  of  helminthic  infections  into  both  coal  mines 
and  mental  hospitals  are  possibilities.  Probably  the  major  problem 
with  immigrants  is  their  integration  into  society. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

All  public  mains  water  is  supplied  and  distributed  by  the  New- 
port and  South  Monmouthshire  Water  Board.  An  adequate  supply, 
without  restriction,  has  been  maintained  at  all  times  throughout  the 
year. 

Thirty  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  taken  at  vari- 
ous times  by  the  public  health  department  and  all  samples  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory.  The  Newport  and  South  Monmouth- 
shire Water  Board  also  tests  the  bacteriological  purity  and  chemical 
composition  of  the  water  at  frequent  intervals  and  all  samples  taken 
were  satisfactory.  Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  iso- 
lated dwellings  and  farmhouses  not  provided  with  a piped  water 
supply  from  the  public  main  and  four  such  samples  were  bacterio- 
logically unsatisfactory.  Occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  all  drink- 
ing water  from  springs  and  wells  and  the  owners  of  the  properties 
were  advised  on  methods  of  improving  the  quality  of  the  supply. 

Fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supply  was  not  considered  by 
the  Council  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Sewage  from  the  Cwmbran  urban  area  is  taken  by  the 
Eastern  Valley  Joint  Sewerage  Board’s  trunk  sewer  to  the  Ponthir 
Sewage  Works  for  treatment  before  discharge  into  the  Afon  Lwyd 
river.  Certain  properties  at  Upper  Cwmbran  are  still  discharging 
untreated  or  partially  treated  sewage  into  the  Blaen  Bran  brook 
and  an  industrial  site  at  Lower  Pontnewydd  discharges  untreated 
sewage  directly  into  the  Afon  Lwyd  river.  With  the  exception  of 
the  above  properties  and  a relatively  small  number  of  isolated 
properties,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  connected  to  the  public 
sewer. 

As  the  new  town  grows  towards  the  boundaries  of  the  desig- 
nated area,  some  of  these  undrained  properties  are  being  connected 
to  the  main  sewer  system. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  provides  a weekly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic 
refuse.  Refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour,  using  modem  covered 
vehicles. 

All  new  dwellings  built  by  Cwmbran  Council  and  by  the 
Cwmbran  Development  Corporation  are,  from  the  time  of  occupa- 
tion, using  the  polythene  sack  method  of  collection.  This  method 
is  favourably  accepted  by  the  occupier  and  has  proved  advantage- 
ous to  the  Council’s  workmen  and  the  Council,  in  that  it  provides 
a convenient  and  economical  form  of  collection. 
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The  Council  operates  a very  successful  bonus  scheme  of  pay- 
ment for  refuse  collection. 

Disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  take  place  by  tipping  into  the 
disused  clay  pits  at  Ty  Coch  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that 
all  refuse  is  covered. 

There  were  only  minor  infestations  of  rodents  on  the  Council’s 
tipping  area  but  towards  the  end  of  the  summer  there  was  a bad 
infestation  of  crickets  on  the  tip  and  nuisance  was  caused  to  ad- 
joining houses. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  a full  time  rodent  operator  for  the  des- 
truction of  rodents  and  other  pests. 

People  are  encouraged  to  report  the  presence  of  rodents  as 
soon  as  possible  and  all  reports  are  investigated  promptly.  Ten  per 
cent  of  all  sewer  manholes  and  inspection  chambers  are  poison- 
baited  twice  a year  and  regular  test  baits  are  laid  at  refuse  tips, 
brooks,  the  canal  and  Afon  Lwyd  river.  Particular  attention  is  paid 
to  builders’  compounds  and  constructional  sites. 

669  premises  were  inspected  and  288  infested  premises  were 
treated.  At  none  of  the  premises  was  there  a major  infestation. 

DISINFESTATION  OF  DWELLINGS 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  inspect  and 
fumigate  all  vacant  Council  houses  before  re-occupation. 

219  Council  owned  dwellings  were  so  treated  and  5 houses 
were  found  to  be  bug  infested.  No  privately  owned  dwellings  were 
disinfested  of  bed  bugs.  On  request  dwellings  and  premises  were 
treated  to  eradicate  ants,  fleas,  beetles,  cockroaches  and  crickets.

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS  1960 

Regular  inspections  of  retail  food  shops,  warehouses,  canteens 
and  restaurants  were  continued. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  generally  in  retail  shops  is  good. 
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The  growth  of  the  Town  Centre  and  the  provision  of  new  food 
shops  on  the  estates  has  resulted  in  an  increasing  proportion  of 
the  food  premises  at  Cwmbran  being  new  and  provided  with  up 
to  date  facilities  and  equipment.  The  practise  of  examining,  from 
a food  hygiene  point  of  view,  all  plans  of  proposed  food  premises 
is  proving  to  be  most  helpful  in  ensuring  a good  standard  of  facili- 
ties. 

Many  of  the  older  food  premises  in  the  area  have  recently 
been  modernised,  re-equipped  and  provided  with  additional  facili- 
ties. both  for  the  customer  and  the  staff. 

Warehouses 

Several  modern  and  well-equipped  food  warehouses  have  been 
established  in  Cwmbran.  These  warehouses  are  purpose-built  for 
the  storage  and  distribution  of  food  and  all  modem  facilities  for 
the  clean  handling  of  food  are  provided. 

Much  improvement  has  already  taken  place  in  the  standard 
of  food  hygiene  in  factory  canteens  and  kitchens.  More  and  more 
the  management  of  these  factories  realise  the  importance  of  provid- 
ing meals  and  snacks  for  the  employees,  with  bright,  well  decorated 
clean  and  hygienic  dining  rooms  and  up  to  date,  hygienic 
kitchens.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  standard  of  equipment  and 
fittings  for  these  canteens  has  been  greatly  improved. 

The  provision  of  modern  equipment  alone,  is  not  enough  to 
ensure  the  clean  handling  of  food,  unless  the  food  handler  realises 
the  importance  of  personal  hygiene.  Too  often  one  visits  clean, 
bright  looking  shops  where  the  assistant  still  slices  cooked  meat  or 
bacon  directly  on  to  her  hand  rather  than  on  to  a clean  sheet  of 
paper  and  where,  although  a tongs  is  provided,  the  assistant  still 
unnecessarily  handles  the  cooked  meats  or  pastries.

The  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Public  Health  Department,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Pontypool  Rural  District  Council,  arranged 
a display  at  the  Gwent  Trade  Exhibition,  held  at  Croesyceiliog. 
Cwmbran,  to  encourage  and  promote  the  safe  and  hygienic  storage 
and  handling  of  food. 

The  display  was  well  received  and  the  Health  Department 
would  like  to  think  that  it  had  some  beneficial  effect  on  food  hand- 
lers in  shops,  canteens  and  restaurants  and  on  the  housewife,  who 
is  eventually  responsible  for  the  purchase  of  clean  food  and  its 
preparation  and  cooking  in  the  home. 

Milk  Supplies 

During  the  summer  months,  at  times  of  warm  weather,  30 
informal  samples  of  milk  as  retailed  in  Cwmbran  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Six  samples — three  of  pasteurised 
milk  and  three  of  raw  milk — failed  to  conform  satisfactorily  to  the 
methylene  blue  test. 

Generally,  milk  is  well  stored  before  retail  delivery  and  de- 
livered under  satisfactory  conditions.  It  was  found,  however,  that 
improvements  were  necessary  in  the  storage  and  delivery  of  certain 
consignments  of  school  milk. 

UNSOUND  FOOD 

During  the  year  the  following  foodstuffs  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  unsound  foods  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  their  disposal  at  the  Council’s  refuse 
tip  was  supervised.

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,

Eighty  samples  of  food— 54  of 

which  were  milk — 

were  sub- 
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milted  to  the  public  analyst  for  examination.  Five  samples  sub- 
mitted were  found  to  be  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality 
as  that  demanded  by  the  purchaser  and  legal  proceedings  were  in- 
stituted in  one  case  against  the  retailer  of  the  food. 

Fourteen  complaints  were  made  by  purchasers  of  food  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  of  these  complaints  4 were  referred 
to  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act  contains  provisions  for  securing  conditions  for  the 
betterment  of  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  in 
offices,  shops,  warehouses  and  catering  establishments  registered 
under  the  Act.  All  such  premises  where  persons  are  employed, 
should  be  registered  with  the  local  authority  and  where  the  premises 
are  used  in  connection  with  a factory  or  occupied  by  a local  author- 
ity the  premises  should  be  registered  with  H.M.  Factory  Inspector- 
ate. 

There  are  1,099  persons  employed  in  239  premises  registered 
with  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  Council. 

206  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain 
whether  the  relevant  provisions  and  regulations  made  under  the 
Act  were  observed  by  the  owners  and  employers  in  registered 
premises. 

In  the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  a large  proportion  of  the 
persons  whose  health,  safety  and  welfare  are  affected  by  this  Act. 
work  in  the  larger  and  newer  premises  constructed  within  the  past 
10  years.  Working  conditions  in  these  premises  are  generally  good 
and  the  facilities  provided  are  in  excess  of  the  minimum  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  There  are  very  few  offices  established  in  the 
older  type  of  property  in  Cwmbran  and  many  of  the  establishments 
in  the  older  properties  have  been  improved  during  recent  years. 

Warehouses  and  the  larger  catering  establishments  are  prac- 
tically all  in  newer  premises. 

Nevertheless,  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  informal  action 
in  respect  of  contraventions  at  22  registered  premises;  the  types  of

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

(i)  Domestic  Smoke  Pollution 

No  action  was  again  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Council  to 
establish  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  Cwmbran.  The  agreement  made 
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between  the  Council  and  the  National  Coal  Board,  whereby  only 
low  volatile  coal  from  South  Wales  would  be  delivered  to  coal 
merchants  in  Cwmbran  has  been  operating  throughout  the  year 
and  only  during  exceptionally  bad  weather  conditions,  when  normal 
supplies  are  disrupted,  is  the  Coal  Board  obliged  to  deliver  coal  of 
higher  volatile  matter. 

Again  this  year  it  has  been  noticed  that  an  increasing  number 
of  dwellings  are  being  converted  to  central  heating,  using  gas,  elec- 
tricity or  low  volatile  coal  burning  grates.  None  of  the  645  dwellings 
built  by  the  Cwmbran  Development  Corporation  during  the  year 
use  solid  fuel  as  a source  of  heating.  24  of  the  100  dwellings  built 
by  the  Council  are  gas  heated. 

(ii)  Industrial  Smoke  Pollution 

There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Dark  Smoke  Regulations 
from  oil  or  coal  fired  steam-raising  boiler  plants.  Only  three  of 
these  plants  are  fired  by  solid  fuel,  all  others  using  oil,  and  it  can 
be  said  that  the  coal  fired  boilers  produce  little  or  no  smoke.  This 
is  due  to  the  use  of  low  volatile  dry  steam  coal  and  careful  and  dili- 
gent stoking. 

Industrial  smoke  and  grit  is  produced  mainly  by  two  works — 
one  producing  refractory  bricks  and  the  other  malleable  and  grey 
iron  for  casting.  No  improvement  has  been  made  by  the  works  pro- 
ducing refractory  bricks  to  reduce  the  amount  of  smoke  or  acid 
soots.  The  number  of  cold  blast  cupolas  producing  malleable  or 
grey  iron  has  now  been  reduced  to  six  and  of  these  six,  two  were 
fitted  with  new  wet  dust  arrestors  to  replace  the  less  efficient  dry 
dust  arrestors.  It  is  understood  that  a further  two  cupolas  will  be 
provided  with  wet  dust  arrestors  during  the  year  1968  and  that 
eventually  all  the  cupolas  will  be  so  provided.
